W a s h i n g t o n , M arch I6:h.—It is believed that 
the purpose ot the Senate Com m ittee on Irriga­ 
tion is to recom m end a considerable appropria­ 
tion forboriug experim ental artesian wells iu 
the sem i-arid regions of the West as a prelim i­ 
nary step to th e work of reclam ation of th e arid 
lauds of th at section. The appropriation about 
to be recom m ended has not yet been decided 
on, but it w ill not be less th an *250,0 0, aud may 
be as m uch as 8100,000. 


C O N G R ESSIO N A L PR O G R A M M E .

C a n It b e t h a t th e L 'n lteil S ta te s Is to 
líta m e ? 


P h i l a d e l p h i a , M arch l6th.—Bishop Shanley 
of North Dakota, in the C athedral, to-day. toid 
a pitiable story of the privations and sufferings 
of the Chippew a Indians, who are occupyiug 
the reservation iu the extrem e northern part of 
his diocese. 
His object was to secure assistance 
for th eir reliei. 
He describes vividly the con­ 
dition of these Indians as witnessed bv him self 
duriug the recent cold w eather, w hen the th er­ 
m om eter m arked 40° below zero. 
He charges the G overnm ent 
w ith having 
stoleu 1 1 ,000,000 acres of land which this tribe 
possessed w hen Dakota Territory was divided 
between the Sionx and Chippew as an a nut oue 
cent was paid for it. 
The Inaiaus. he said, were sent to the n o rth ­ 
ern border oi the .'late, wnero tow nships were 
organized w ith 5,001) acres of laud, w hich were 
filled wlth bad forests, lakes, sw am ps and rocks. 
H iere 1,930 Iudm ns were placed who are to 
m ake a living w here 100 w hite m en could 
scarcely raise enough to keep them alive. 
He savs their huts are m iserably insuffl dent 
aud as m any as s x fam ilies are crow ded into 
som e of them . 
They never have been supplied 
w ith proper sericulture im plem ents 
W tth the plows sent them bv the C atholic In ­ 
dian Bureau last snring they m anaged to break 
two acres of th e soil, b i t there was no ríSn. ¿5 d 
to-day they are absolutely destitute—no grain 
no food, no c.othiug. 
The United States he 
says, appropriated Só,00/ to these Indians— 
about S3 oO each. 
This is spent for flour and 
fat pork, and distributed am ongst them 
The 
pork is sickening. During the eighteen m onths 
previous to tb e 1st of Jauuary, out o í 1 40u In- 
diaus b o died. During January 27 died, aud 
these deaths are alm ost invariably the result ot 
starvation. 
The Bishop related m any incidents of dcsti 
tution. and said he would not have believed 
the story had h e not witnessed the scenes him ­ 
self.

W ith this rem ark he laid his hand upon H am ­ 
lin 's shoulder, w hereupon the latter drew a re­ 
volver aud attem pted to 
shout. 
McKenzie 
grasped the wt-apion, thrusting his finger under 
the ham m er just in tim e to prevent its dis­ 
charge. 
H am lin now m ade a desperate straggle to re­ 
lease him self from i he em brace of the stalw art 
-North Dakotan. D uring the struggle the crowd 
pressed forward, evidently intendiug to do vio­ 
lence to Ham lin. 
McKenzie w renched the revolver from H am ­ 
lin's grasr- and crowded the young m an iuto a 
corner. 
By this tim e over tw enty m en, who 
had seen the perform ance, were trying to get at 
H am lin, but McKenzie turned upon the crowd 
aud w arned all to keep back. 
He would allow 
no oue to assault H am lin. 
Seeing the crowd was determ ined to be re­ 
venged on tne correspondent, McKenzie, hold­ 
ing H am lin's revolver iu nis band, said he 
would shoot the first m an that struck a blow— 
McKenzie protecting the m an who a m om ent 
before had a ticm pted to kill him , and doing it, 
too, w ith the very weapuu w hich had been 
aim ed at him . 
A Representative, 
Stadelm an, approached 
H am lin, and rem inding him th a t he was oue of 
the m en whose character had been assailed, 
dem auded the source of his iufoim ation. 
By th i9 tim e the crowd was again surging 
around H sm lin. who, still fearful of violence, 
sa d his inform ant was the Attorney-General.

Many of these, disappointed in securing O kla­ 
hom a claim s, have been hovering on the K an­ 
sas border, and for m onths have m aintained a 
w retched existence, hoping the strip would 
opien and provide them w itn homes. 
Willow Springs gives prom ise of rising to the 
dignity oi a city, unless the soldiers interfere, 
in which case it will be depopulated in h alf an 
hour.

In' Our local columns yesterday ap­ 
peared an account of a dive of the most 
disreputable character that is run withiu 
a pistol ‘ hot of the police station, in the 
very business heart of the city. 
It is of 
an order that directs its efforts to the de­ 
moralization of young men and the cor­ 
ruption of hoys and giris. 
It appears that 
no real efforts have been made to suppress 
it; that such action as has been taken was 
in the nature of a formal order of warning 
only; that mere children in short clothes 
are lured into the place, where thev are 
given liquor, made drunken, and encour­ 
aged to engage iu orgies of bestial charac­ 
ter. 
Hie vilest and moat shameless class 
of women known to civilization congre­ 
gate in the place in half nudity, and prac­ 
tice their wiles to the corruption of boys 
of twelve and fourteen, and girls of even 
tenderer years. 
That the capacity of a 
skilled reporter was unequal to describing 
the degradation and the bestiality of the 
place within the confines of expression (it 
for the columns of a respectable journal, 
must be accepted upon oitr statement. 
\ \ hat sort of police management have we, 
tli.il such shames as this can exist for an 
hour! 
It we are told that evidence can 
not be secured of the unlawful practices of 
the keepers of the hole, how is it that 
reporters can sIn? and find proofs nightlv to 
which the police are apparently blind? 
If we are told that the police cannot 
find mere children drunk in the place, or 
receiving liquor in the hole, how is it that 
every one except the police has knowledge 
that such is the fact? 
Why is such a den 
given a .Icense at all, since it is within tiie 
power of t tie authorities to refuse it—and 
they would do so iu a moment if the Chief 
o f Police reported to them the true char­ 
acter of the dive. 
We are about to have 
a new ..dniioisiration of the Police De­ 
partment. 
Let it he hoped, in the face of 
the pledges upon which the new' Chief of 
P..bee w-s elected, that reform will ac­ 
company the advent of the new head of 
the Department. 
Let us hope that he will 
cut loose from the Department all influ­ 
ence- that have tended to make it blind to 
such shames as that referred to. and several 
otiters about as bad. 
If ever tbrtre w'as 
need lor a new -room in police circles, it is 
now apparent. 


Since the foregoing was put into type 
the police have closed the dive. 
The 
question remains, why was it not done be­ 
fore the press took up the matter?

T he S uprem e C ourt G ran ts a R estrain in g 
O rd e r A gainst Ju d g e C am pbell. 
In th e Suprem e Court on S aturday a de­ 
cision was filed in the case of H eilbron aud 
others, petitioners, against C am pbell, Judge 
ot F resn o county, respondent. 
It was 
upon an application for a w rit o f p ro h i­ 
bition restraining Judge C am pbell from 
acting in a cerraiu case. 
U pon the return 
of th e alternative w rit, re.p o n d en t d e­ 
m urred to th e petition an d at the sam e 
tim e filed an answ er. 
A rgum ent was had 
upon the dem urrer, bu t in the decision, 
w hich was ffled on D ecem ber 23, 1889, 
reference was m ade to certain allegations 
in the petition, and the w rit was no t de­ 
nied. 
T he legal effect of the decision was 
to overrule the d em u rrer and give final 
ju d g m en t in favor of petitioners. 
i nat judgm ent was held to be correct, 
but there was also an answ er p ut in, the 
sufficiency of w hich was not denied, and 
there was no m otion for ju d g m en t on the 
pleadings. T he respondent m oved ro vacate 
th e decision then rendered and to pass on 
the d em u rrer directly, and, if overruled, to 
allow him to file an am ended answ er, on 
th e ground o f surprise. 
T he Court holds 
th a t he is entitled to this relief and is to be 
heard on th e m erits. 
T he C ourt fu rth er 
orders thru the ju d g m e n t be vacated and 
set aside; th at th e dem urrer be overruled; 
th at the am ended answ er of respondent be 
fi’ed, aud ib at th e cause be placed upon the 
bank calendar for May term . 1890, at 
•■sacrament j , au d th at u n til fu rth er order 
the respondent. J . D. Cam pbell, Judge of 
Ihe Superior Court o f Fresno, be restrained 
from sitting or acting in t! e case ot C har­ 
lotte F. Parke et al. vs. A ugust H eilbron et 
ah .n o w pending in his C ourt.

Leslie Macleod, assistant editor of lia /. 
laces M onttdy, wrote a long account c f his 
l ’a lj A ito visit in the New York Tribune. 
A m ong c" er things he s a y s : 
“Charles 
M arvin, equator Stanford’s trainer, is a 
m an o f great resources in his profession, an 
indefatigable wotker, and a close Undent 
o f the m enial t;ai;s c f the horses he trains. 
H e is far and far away the m ost successful 
trotting Lorse trainer o f this age, and a 
m an of even tem per and superior intelli­ 
gence- 
My visit to I'alo A lto was for the 
purpose cf preparing for publication a 
work on training, written by Mr. Marvin, 
and necessarily I had to study the Palo 
A lto m ethods closely. 
The usual course 
was follow ed with Sunol. 
The colt at Palo 
A ito is weaned at about five m ouths old, 
anJ I* then ;aught lo lead by the baiter. 
After he becomes thoroughly accustomed 
to this, ue is given hi3 iirst preparation for 
“ is turf career. 
This is on a m iniature 
track, or. as i call it, the kindergarten, and 
m a rk you. '.his innovation is one of the dis­ 
tinctive features o f the system cf trainin'' 
w hich Se-.ator Stanford and Mr. Marvin 
perfected.

late, 
and 
it’s 
no 
wonder 
that 
they flock to 
.Sacramento, where 
thev 
are, so to speak, received with open arms. 
I say that it has gone too far, and has to 
stop. 
Anybody w ho wants to convince 
him self of the thorough rottenness of these 
places would do wetl to take a walk along 
K street on the south side, from F'ront to 
Fourth, and then look into a few of the 
negro dives on L street. 
If it doesn’t 
nauseate him , I ’m badly m istaken.” 
There is a strong law against selling 
Jqaqr to minors, but apparently tha an- 
thorities have forgotten about its existence. 
Had an officer dropped into tbe Front- 
street dive above m entioned on Saturday 
night, lie wouid have found several youths 
of tender years “drunk, dressed-up, and 
glad of it,” as one of the youthful inebri­ 
ates described his condition in the presence 
of a reporter. 
THE HELL HOLE CLOSED. 
It was learned at the police station yes­ 
terday that Chief of Police Lee som e days 
ago notilied the persons running the place 
that com plaints were being made of its dis­ 
orderly character, and that they had to 
mend their ways or close up. 
The “roasting” the dive received in the 
S unday U n io n 
doubtless attracted 
the 
Chief’s attention, if it did not that of the 
disreputable creatures w ho are said to he the 
proprietors, for he left an order that if the 
place should be found open last night to 
have it closed. 
The place was open and in full blast, 
with its usual m ob of toughs, and officers 
Harvey and Coffey went there about 10 
o'cieck and ordered tlie persons iu charge 
to clear the room and close the place, which 
they did. 
If it should reopen again 
som ebody 
should be held responsible, for there is 
certainiy authority vested som ewhere to 
evoke the license that should never have 
been given to conduct it. No license should 
be issued to irresponsible or unknown per­ 
sons to conduct dives, especially to persons 
who wear on their faces the stamp of cor­ 
rupted morals aim whose presence suggests 
the aroma of the Penitentiary.

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T h e S u b je c t D isc u ssed a t L e n g th b y R es'. 
C. F . M assey. 
Before the Unitarian Society yesterday, 
Ilev. 0. P . Massey discussed the subject of 
Lent, and taking for his general theme the 
story of the temptation as found in the 
gospel of St. Luke, he said: “The observ­ 
ance of Lent by so many of our fellow- 
countrymen whose intelligence cannot be 
impeached, gives me title to say a few ¡ 
words ibis morning upon the subject of 
the continued practice of sn ancient Christ­ 
ian custom, when the authority which was 
first supposed to institute it has ceased to 
control the thoughts of men. The story of 
the temptation, or the story in the peculiar 
form in which it has descended to us, is 
undoubtedly a myth, and so the thinking 
world has some to regard it. But Lent 
survives, and survives especially in a church 
which includes in its supporteis a large 
contingent of the most respectable and 
cultured among the two most virile nations 
upon the globe. And if we ask then why 
it survives, and demand an answer from 
one in the church whose opinion can com­ 
mand respect, and not from some chance 
selection from among the mere formalists 
of the confession, he will not refer you back 
to anyT legend of the temptation, but will 
tell you tiiat the observance is maintained 
in deference to the needs of poor, weak 
human nature, which so much requires a 
discipline it cannot often enough itself en­ 
force. aud which is benefited when the 
whole power of the Church is invoked to 
bring this discipline to bear upon those 
who tspecially fall under the Church’s in­ 
fluence. 
For what is the secret of the great 
mass of the misfortune in the world? 
Truly not that men do not know right, aud 
intend to do right, but that their wills prove 
traitois to them, and betray them into the 
hands of their enemies. Habit, with all of 
us, is constantly becoming character, and 
charac er determining destiny, and if there 
is an indulgence of ours that is carried to 
excess, auy selfish gratification that is in­ 
ordinately enjoyed, how well for us if some 
authority could interpose aud compel us 
under pain of its extremist penalty, to say 
to our passion, whatever it may be! ‘For a 
season at least, your power shall not con­ 
trol. your temptation shall be resisted.’ 
“I have known men who, if for ioriy days 
in each year they could so command their 
powers, they could be saved. If, for even so 
short a period they could estimate their 
strength, aud feel within them the spring­ 
ing of a better manhood, there would 
not be any measure to their further ad­ 
vance in honorable accomplishment. I 
am one who believes but little in so-called 
repentance and reform. TobriDg a mature 
delinquent under auy wholesome control 
is almost impossible. 
But, suppose when 
he was young and his nature plastic, some 
great influence had taken hold of him and 
taught him how grand a thing sacrifice be­ 
comes when itisn n d e that some selfish 
propensity shall be conquered. Aud this 
is what I understand Lent is meant to do for 
the religious votary in the higher circles of 
thought. 
“ T he c h u rc h com es to th e y o u n g , esp e­ 
c ially , a n d w ith a ll th e prestige o f its 
n a m e a u d a u th o rity says to th em :

h a b itu a lly selfish a u d se n su al, it is p ra c ­ 
tically im p o te n t to c o m m a n d . 
“This interpretation of the meaning of 
Lent should be placed uppermost in the 
general observance of the season which I 
would be willing to institute as morallv 
helpful to us all. There is no taint of 
superstition in the proposition and but lit­ 
tle of asceticism, although a leaning to­ 
ward asceticism is a fundamental trait in 
macb of human nature, and therefore 
must be respected. But what I would par­ 
ticularly wish to enforce on this occasion 
is the fact that it is only as the moral 
meaning of any great religious observance 
comes to be understood that it becomes of 
any real usefulness to the worshiper. It 
may be difficult to always substantiate the 
facts, 
but I 
believe 
that 
the 
great 
forms 
and 
ceremonies, 
customs 
and 
practices 
of 
the 
church, 
grew 
out 
of 
human needs, 
to 
which 
historic 
sanction was afterwards attached. 
The 
legend of the protracted fast upon the 
mount in Palestine, which a vain ingenuity 
seeks to locate and identify, may be ac­ 
cepted by tae unenlightened as authority 
fur their penance, but it has little influence 
even over them. Popular education has 
made readers aud thinkers in every rank, 
and the last resu.ts of science aud reason 
percolate almost to the bottom of society, 
but many a Christian expounder seemingly 
forgets that imperfect knowledge and pre­ 
vailing superstition are with us yet; 
and 
just as iong as he puts the sanction for the 
Lenten season iu some anciently recorded 
myth, and does not bring prominently to 
the front the great m *ral importance of 
self-discipline and sacrifice in making up 
the measure of human life, this imperfect 
knowledge and prevailing superstition will 
continue to exist. Once let the Church as­ 
sail the reason in some unqualified wav, 
and the vocation of liberal Christianity is 
gone. But in the meanwhile it is our 
pride and privilege to be the herald of a 
new oruer which is seen to be approachiug, 
by perceptible degrees, aud especially iu 
the detected lessening emphasis which is 
being put upon historic authority, aud in 
the arger influence which is being assigned 
to those proofs of moral and spiritual 
things found resident in the very nature of 
man. I would answer by our practice as a 
Church tuat if Science must depend upon 
its own demonstration so must Religion. 
"Our orthodox friendsaretnislaken when 
they say religion must depend upon reve­ 
lation. Religion is a matter of experience. 
It was such to Abraham and Moses and 
Klijah and Isaiah and Jesus and Paul, and 
it must be so to us. 1 would also insist 
that we are Christians by inheritance and 
tradition: by the holiest memories that 
hallow the past ; the holiest associations 
that enrich the present, the most iuspiriug 
imaginations that adorn the future of our 
hopes. The type of our faith, the law of 
its growth is Christian, and discriminates 
u; as a people intellectually, politically and 
religiously from any other nati n or race, 
just as the Let o: the parallel veins and 
pattern of ihrtes uiscr.inmates the lily from 
the rose with its branching veins aud pat­ 
tern of fives. 
If we elect to continue Chris­ 
tian forms aud nut reason into tiieui, that 
is only what others of our feliow-Christians 
are tremblingly attempiing to do, and so 
meeting someftiiat the demand ol the lime 
evincetl by the spirit of the age.

"And tneu a I.cnteu season should be no 
paltry forty days of the affluent year. 
There should be no arbitrarily determined 
line marked by some midnight meridian 
when pleasure should cease and we should 
put o:i sackcloth aud obstrve an artificial 
peuauce. while some other equally as arbi­ 
trarily fixed meridian should mark the 
limit of our abstinence when the fast might 
be ended and the revel might begin. * * • 
Our Lenten season may for conventional 
reasons have definite boundaries, but its 
obligations extend throughout the year. 
I s sanction is not that through miraculous 
agency one supremely gifted was led up to 
unreal realms to be tempted by demoniac 
powers, but that a man. estimating the in­ 
tegrity of life and convinced of its immor­ 
tal destiny, conquered every passion toat 
could assail, aud stood enfranchised to 
pursue unembarrassed an honorable min­ 
istry. 
With the truth contained iu Chris­ 
tianity presented thus, could our children 
possess a more inspiring example? The 
lesson of the Lenten season is sacrifice, 
self abnegation; ihe victory of the higher 
over the lower self. Tne illustration is 
here famished of our human nature thus 
realiv 
trium piling—and 
as 
Jesus tri­ 
umphed, so ali great souls have ever tri­ 
umphed, as each one will ever triumph, 
too,* who believes in the possession of that 
latent power which the spirit of Uod cau 
be invoked to stimulate to the grundeur of 
hero c accomplishment, aud who thus can 
proudly say: 
“ So near is glory to our «lust, 
so close is God to man, 
W hen duty w hispered low. ‘ Thou m ust,’ 
The youth replied, ‘ 1 can.' " 
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A le x a n d e r C a m p b e ll a n il H is T e a c h in g s 
—T h e “ C n in p b e llite ” C h u rc h . 
An interesting discourse was delivered 
yesterday by Rev. A. M. Growden of the 
First Christian Church, who chose for his 
subject: “Is Christ divided? 
Was Paul 
crucified for you, or were ye baptiz d in 
the name of Paul?’’—1 Cor. i., 13. 
“If there is a Campbellite Church,’’ said 
the pastor, "Alexander Campbell must 
have been crucified for it. 
Into bis name 
the members of such church must have 
been baptized. Alexander Campbell, from 
what I have read of him, must have 
equalled Luther iu moral courage; Wes- 
lev in pieiy; Gladstone in scholarship, and 


Whitfield in his love for the salvation of 
souls. He was a noble reformer, and yet 
as humble as a child. He sacrificed world­ 
ly emolument for the trnth of God, toiled 
till the silver locks adorned, as a crown of 
glory, the righteous massive brow, then 
meekly gathering his trophies he laid them 
at the feet of that divine Lord whom he 
loved to serve. 
Like the Apostle to the 
Gentiles we may say to him: 
He fought a 
good fight; he kept the faiih, and wiihout 
a doubi has been crowned with the eternal 
crown. 
He, aud his father. Thomas Camp- 
oell, 
have 
done 
a noble work 
for 
humanity. 
Alexander 
was 
born at 
Shaw’s Castle, Ireland, June, 178ti, and 
died in Bethany, West Virginia, March, 
186ti. 
Was educated in the University of 
Glasgow; arrived in the United States in 
1809. In 1810 he founded Bethauv College 
and became its first President. 
His pub­ 
lished works number fifty-two. ‘He was a 
man of remarkable intellectual and moral 
powers, and a cultivated scholar.’ Because 
both fatiier and son refused to accept 
any human creed they were compelled to 
stand aloof. In 1SG1 there had gathered 
around them 350,000 members; in 1880, 
500,000; 
lo-day nearly 1,000,000 widely 
and favorably known in the United States, 
the United Kingdom and the isles of the 
sea. 
In Australia no religious body is 
prospering more than this body. In place 
of making a new creed they broke the 
power of creeds. In place of building a new 
religious party, they called men back to 
‘The old paths.’ which had been obliter­ 
ated by theological rubbish. Tbev restored 
the simple gospel which had been distorted 
by theological systems, hair splitting dis­ 
tinctions, superstitions 
and 
traditions. 
They worked zealously agaiust division, 
the multiplication of human creeds and 
the building of sectarian bodies. 
“Mr C am p b ell restored the ancient order 
of things. He called Bible things by B ible 
names, accepting the Christian scriptures 
as the only p.n lh en tativ e rule of faith and 
practice. The educational institutions of 
these people have attracted young men 
thirsting for Bible knowledge, from all 
quarters. The East, where Paul traveled 
aud preached, has met many noble students 
who have carried back the gospel and to­ 
day, in their native land, are publishing 
the glad tidings. Sunny Australia has seut 
her sons, and their voices, clear aud manlv, 
areheard tailing that progressive land back 
to the simplicity that is in Christ. Mission­ 
aries educated within these sacred walls 
are to day pleading for the gospel in its 
purity in England, Japan, China, India. 
Jamaica, Turkey, the Sunny South, the 
great West. 
“Bethany College, Kentucky, Drake and 
Garfield Universities are historical institu­ 
tions, amFin conjunction with numerous 
colleges and seminaries are completing the 
great work. The good accomplished by 
these institutions can be computed only 
when ‘the books are opened.’ 
In them 
the Bible is used as a text book and sys­ 
tematically studied. I have never seen a 
‘Campbellite,’ either in the form of an in­ 
dividual or a church, and I have traveled 
considerably both in this and other lands. 
You ask where that name came from. 
I 
can only answer I presume from the imag­ 
ination of someone. It exists only in that 
realm. Never have I heard of anyone be­ 
ing baptized in the name of Mr. Campbell, 
aud he certainly was never crucified for us; 
hence how impossible it is for us to wear 
his name.

“Mr. Campbell taught that the people of 
G od ought to wear Bible names. That 
they ought to accept the word of God and 
it only. That Christ should rule his fol­ 
lowers as prophet, priest and kiDg, seeing 
that he ‘died for our sins, according to the 
Scripture?; that he was buried and rose 
again the third day, according to the Scrip­ 
tures.’ 
(1 Cor. xv., 3-4.) 
He taught that 
party names and creeds were derisive and 
hence weakening and injurious. 
Not one 
of Mr. Campbell s books is used a3 a con­ 
fession of faith or discipline. 
He never 
wrote a creed, but accepted with all his 
heart the divine creed expressed by Peter: 
‘Thou art the Christ, the son of the livinn 
God.’ 
“He pleaded for Bible names and prac­ 
tices. His religious discussions with Owen, 
Purcell, Rice and others are monuments to 
his ability as a defender aud expounder of 
the truth. Methinks if he were to rise to­ 
day he would say, in Luther’s language, 
'I pray you leave my name alone. 
Who is 
Luther? Cull not yourselves Lutherans, 
but Christians. 
I have not been crucified 
for anyone. St. Paul would not that any 
should call him self of Paul, nor of Peter, 
but of Christ. How then does it fit me, a 
miserable bag of dust and ashes, to give 
my came to the children of Christ? Cease, 
my dear friends, to cling to these party 
names and distinctions; away with them 
ail! and let us call ourselves only Chris­ 
tians after Him from whom our doctrine 
comes.’ 
“ A man cannot loyally wear a religions 
name of merely human origin. The w;ords 
of Luther are a just rebuke to such party 
distinctions. If a man is a Christian h*e 
need no other name.

“The church teaches that a man is not 
saved by grace alune, or faith alone, or re­ 
pentance or baptism alone, but by all of 
these. That after baptism a man must live 
a fruitful, pious, prayerful life. 
In a word, 
to express the thought in scriptural lan­ 
guage, ‘Blessed are they that keep his com­ 
mandment, that they may have a right to 
the tree of life, and may enter through the 
gates into the city.'—Rev. xxii., 14. 
“They believe that Christian union can 
oniy be accomplished by wearing the Di­ 
vine uame, and by teaching the one faith. 
That all of God’s professed followers ought 
to toil tor this end, thus hastening the «lay 
when Christ’s prayer may be answered : 
‘That they all may be one, even as thou 
Father art in me and I in thee; that they 
all may be one in us; that the world 
may believe that thou didst send me.’— 
Johu xvii., 21. 
“The weakest point about Christianity 
arises from division; party names, and not 
the broad catholic name Christian, are too 
often gloried in. The acceptance of the 
Bible and it oniy would lead 1«> Christian 
union. T h e ‘truth as it is in Jesus,’ pro­ 
claimed from every pulpit, wouid soon 
silence blatant infidelity and convert the 
world to the reign of the King of Kings.”
